The Commission's November 29, 2005 Order approving the DukeICinergy 
merger required the Joint Applicants to report on the date of the merger and the effective 
date of the tariff which provides rate credits for the customers' share of the merger 
savings. 

The Joint Applicants obtained the final regulatory approval for the merger on 
March 24, 2006, when the North Carolina Utilities Commission issued its order 
approving the merger. The merger is scheduled to close on April 1, 2006. Under the 
terms of this Commission's Order approving the merger, the rate credits and the 
mechanism for sharing profits from off-system sales must be implemented with the first 
billing cycle which begins at least 30 days but no more than 60 days following the merger 
closing. The next billing cycle which begins at least 30 days after the April 1, 2006 
closing date is the May billing cycle, which begins on May 1, 2006. Accordingly, the 
Company will begin implementing the merger savings rate credits and the mechanism for 
sharing profits from off-system sales for meters read on and after May 1,2006.
